Nebraska, is aiding the Knights of Labor 
in their efforts to enjoin the issue of bonds. 

In speaking of the matter Senator Allen 
Said today: “I believe the injunction would 
lie against the secretary, for I am convinced 
that he has not the shadow of authority 
to issue bonds. But whether we could get 
an inujnction is another question. My own 
impression is that the best way to test the 
Subject would be to bring action against 
the holders of the bonds to enjoin them 
from collecting either the interest or the 
principal.”’ 

Of course, Attorney General Oiney holds 
that the secretary had the authority to is- 
sue the bonds and if an effort is made to 
restrain Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Olney will appear 
for the administration. 

This effort on the part of the Knights of 
Labor and their associates, while it will not 
prevent the issue of bonds, will undoubted- 
ly cause the administration much annoy- 
ance. Mr. Carlisle holds that while he is 
issuing bonds for the purpose of renewing 
the gold reserve, he has the right to 
draw from the gold reserve for the ordina- 
ry daily expenses of the government. Un- 
der the law, he only has authority to issue 
bonds to maintain the gold reserve at 
$100,000,000. He has, however, issued suffi- 
cient bonds to increase the reserve to some- 
thing like $120,000,000. 


Will Redeem Them Later. 


While perhaps the majority of the demo- 
crats of both houses of congress were op- 
posed to an issue of bonds, they realize 
that it was necessary to do something, and 


they will uphold the administration in its 
action. 


Though the daily receipts.of the gOvV- 
ernment now are very small, it will not be 
long before the treasury will have abun- 
dance of cash. The sale of these bonds 
will place it in good position and then the 
indications are that congress will pass the 
bill for the coinage of the seigniorage of 
silver now in the treasury at an early date. 
That alone will increase the assets about 
$55,000,000. And when the new tariff bill 
goes into effect the imports for the first 
few months will be very heavy and the 
revenue derived large. While the treasury 
in depleted now, it may be that in less than 


a year there will be an immense surplus on 
hand.

In the senate today Mr. Turpie, of In- 
diana, trom the committee on toreign re- 
lations, reported Laverably the, foliowing 
resoiution:

Federal Election Bill Taken Up. 


When Senator Stewart concluded the bill 
repealing the federal election law was tak- 
en up. 

Senator Wilson addressed the senate in 
opposition to the bill. “It ig the duty of 
the government,” said he, “‘to so provide 
for proper legislation as to show correct 
returns of the ballots cast in accordance 
with the prevailing laws relating thereto. 
When these ends are accomplished, this 
nation will be blessed with pure elections 
and correct.returns. Congress derived from 
the constitution the power to enact the fed- 
eral election law. If we want pure elections 
and honest returns therefrom, we will not 
Satisfy the country by passing this bill. 
If it is unconstitutional, as they say, why 
don’t eer go to the courts?’

HE DEPLORES THE SILVER ISSUE 


In His Opinion the Question Is 
Shelved for the Present, 


A STEP WHICH CAUSES SURPRISE 


Private John Allen Talks to the Caucus. 
Two Other Candidates Speak and the 
Others Make Addresses Tonight. 


Jackson, Miss., January 23.—(Special.)— 
Stone, Allen, Campbell and McLaurin, 
candidates for Walthall’s seat, addressed 
the democratic caucus tonight. Governor 
Stone favored the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. He read from 
a letter written some months ago, when 
it was not known that there would be a 
Senatorial vacancy. In that letter he said: 
“Honest money, in my opinion, is money 
that is worth 100 cents on the dollar every 
day in the year the world over; 
one dollary as good as anoth- 
er, and the representative of the 
dollar to be used &s money as good as the 
dollar itself. I favor such money, no mat- 
ter what it is made of and I think it is 
honest money end I am opposed to any 
System of finance that is likely to result 
in a debased currency of any character.”’ 
He has favored the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman act and would have so voted. 
He was in favor of the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state banks, but opposed to 
such banks. He stood on the democratic 
platform as to the tariff as he did as to 
everything else. He then read a letter 
written last night to the democratic legis- 
lative caucus, in which he said: ‘In conse- 
quence of your action last evening basing 
the senatorial canvass on the silver issue 
alone, I apprehend much danger to the 
unity, integrity and harmony of the demo- 
cracy of Mississippi. The effect of this cau- 
cus will be to broaden and emphasize party 
discord—to require the candidate, in effect,to 
declare himself for or against the adminis- 
tration. I cannot believe this a wise policy, 
nor can I see any compensating results 
in reviving the unfortunate division of the 
democracy on this question. For, however 
much sway the silver issue may have over 
members of the legislature, it is bare truth 
to say that it is not a predominant subject 
of national legislative consideration at this 
time. The question has for a time been 
laid aside. The recent repeal is now under- 
going the test of the business interests of 
the nation.”’ 

“This cannot possibly be benefited or ac- 
celerated by the renewal of popular agita- 
t‘on. Our party in congress is now wholly 
engaged and will be during the whole of 
the session in the struggle for the great 
measure for tariff reform, of lifting from 
the taxpayers the crushing burden of an 
iniquitous and an unequal revenue system, 
and of repealing the federal election laws, 
which, as long as they remain on our stat- 
utes, are a menace to the south. I do not 
believe that the unity of action upon the 
practical and vital purposes should be 
marred nor can I consent to, or in any 
way or degree be a party to what I be- 
lieve will have this effect, and I now and 
finally withdraw from the senatorial can- 
didacy. I am not inspired by any intent 
whatever and I expressly disclaim any such 
feelings of assuming to criticize the ac- 
tion of the caucus. I am simply giving 
my reasons for what might otherwise Seem 
vascillation. I will say further that | am 
helped to this. conclusion by my original 
convictions and inclinations relative to ny 
entering the contest, which out of compli- 
ance with the wishes of friends I reluctant- 
gf eggs boom was not expected by his 
friends who importuned him to frun.

THE KNIGHTS AND THE BONDS. 


It ls Stated That the Injuuctioa Proceed- 
ings Would Amount to Naught. 

Washington, January 2%.—The decision of 
the Knights of Labor to attempt to get an 
injunction this week restraining Secretary 
Carlisle from issuing thé 5 per cent bonds, 
is still a subject of comment in the treasury 
department circles. There is practically no 
change in the opinion heretofore noted in 
these dispatches that such proceedings 
will not have any stan@ing in court. Cer- 
tainly this opinion prevailed as to a simple 
question as to assailing the authority of the 
secretary to issue bond# under the act of 
1875 to replenish the gold reserve. As to 
whether the money thus obtained could be 
used for other purposes than the redemption 
of greenbacks was admitted to be an unde- 
cided question. As the secretary has used 
the so-called gold reserve to the extent of 
$30,000,000 and as no one has sought, by le- 
gal methods, to question its legality, it seems 
to the treasury officials that this matter 
need give him no concern. It is held by 
some treasury officials that there now exists 
no gold reserve, the fuad that originally 
made it up having been more than exhaust- 
ed by the redemption of United States treas- 
ury notes. An officer of the department, in 
speaking to a reporter fegarding the pro- 
posed action of the Knights of Labor, point- 
ed out the serious effects upon the govern- 
ment business that would result if such pro- 
ceedings should attain standing in the 
courts. The result, he said, would be that 
the government’s hand would be frequently 
tied and its business operations would be 
seriously handicapped.

The troops had to march nearly 
the entire length of Bay street, the princi- 
pal thoroughfare of the city, to reach their 
quarters. The sidewalks were lined with 
hundreds of short-haired gentry, and as 
the soldier boys went tramping past these 
people broke out with hoots and hisses. 
But steadily as veterans of the old guard 
the soldier boys marched on, looking 
neither to the right nor left nor giving any 
sign that they heard the hisses. The bear- 
ing of the soldiers had its effect on the 
sports who lined the sidewalks and before 
the hatta‘ion reached its quarters the hiss- 
ing and hooting had ceased. The battalion 
is composed of four comyanies as follows: 
Company A.,6T Ocala, Captain R. B. McCon- 
nell; Company B, of Leesburg, Captain B. 
Smith; Company C., of Orlando, Captain P.

The hearing on the bill filed by the club 
yesterday anking for an injunction re- 
straining Sheriff Broward from interfer- 
ing with the contest cam? up before Judge 
Call, of the circuit court, at 10 o’clock this 
morning. The attorneys for the cub and 
state were on hand, but Judge Call waa 
asked by the representatives of the state 
to postpone the hearing till tomorrow ir 
order to give Attorney General Lamar, the 
highest law officer in Florida, an oppor- 
tunity to be present. 

The attorneys for the club fought the mo- 
tion for a continuance, claiming that the 
attorney general had had ample time to 
get here and that the club wanted the 
matter settled immediately, as doubt in 
regard to the fight was very injurious. 

Judge Call, however, granted the motion 
for a continuance, and so the matter will 
be disposed of tomorrow. 


In spite of the statements by the club 


people that they would accede to the de- 
mands of ‘‘Honest’’ John Kelly in regard 
to the check for $20,000, they have not yet 
done so. The string is still tied to the 
purse. Perhaps it would be nearer the 
truth to say that the club has a cable at- 
tached to the check and so far has made 
no move to cut it and turn the money 
over to Kelly. 
Warm Times at its Meeting. 

There was a stormy meeting in the club- 
rooms this evening, in which all of the 
members participated and the subject of 
discussion was whether Kelly’s demands 
should be acceded to and the check be 
made payable to him unconditionally. 

“Circular”. Joe Vendig urged that the 
money should he turned over to Kelly, but 
he was opposed by every other member of 
the club. They said that they did not pro- 
pese to cut the cable attached te that check 
just yet. They wanted to know how Judge 
Call would decided the application for an 
injunction before they moved further in 
the matter. 

So the motion was overruled and Kelly's 
kick about the check still goes. Kelly says 
trat he must have 20,000 “‘plunks” or he will 
not referee the match, and Corbett and 
Mitchell are backing him. The truth is 
that if Judge Call tomorrow refuses to 
grant the injunction asked for the club will 
immediately throw up the sponge and de- 
clare the contest off. The club people have 
claimed all along that they were law-abid- 
ing and would be governed by a court de- 
cision.

cision and declare Duval county under mar- 
tial law. 

Judge Call wi!l probably refuse the ap- 
plication for the injunction on the ground 
that even if the sheriff interferes and 
causes the club financial damage by stop- 
ping the contest the club has a recourse 
against the sheriff’s bondsmen. It is sai@ 
however. that the club’s attorneys will de- 
mur to this and assert that as the sheriff’s 
bond is only $10,000, it is not sufficient to 
cover the loss entailed on the club. The 
club’s attorneys thus hope to force Judge 
Call to decide on the law in the case. 
Speaking of Judge Call’s probable decision 
on the injunction, Manager Bowden said: 

“We have begged, besieged and imp‘ored 
to get this case before a court to see if 
there was any law in the state of Florida 
to prevent a glove contest. We were foiled 
every time by the governor. We have ane 
nounced repeatedly that we are a law- 
abiding club and“its members are law-abid- 
ing citizens. If the judge says that this 
contest is against the law then we will at 
once declare the fight off and it will be hela 
nowhere. No, not in the arena, nor in 
the woods. If, however, the judge 
simply refuses the injunction on 
some technicality bearing on the rule 
under which injunctions are brought which 
are brought which requires such a pro- 
cedure for relief to apply wherein damages 
are irreparable and does uot pass on tne 
law question, then we will go ahead and 
pull-off the fight where it will not be inter- 
fered with.” 

“In tue woods?—what woods?’ 

“Florida woods.” 

If, howover, the fight takes place day af- 
ter tomorrow in the woods, Bowden will 
have to get a hustle on. So far, in spite 
of the club’s confident talk,very little prepar- 
ation has beet made for holding the contest 
anywhere save in Jacksonville.

He Never Ran for Office but Once He 
Says and Was Elected Then. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 23.—(Special.) 
An editorial in The Birmingham Age-Her- 
old last Sunday commenced as. follows’ 
“From the time when the memory of man 
rurneth not to the contrary, Captain Kolb 
has been running for governor in Alabama, 
and he is still running, etc.”’

I was forty-seven years old when 1 was 
appcinted to this office and I had never 
held nor offered for any office before that. 
Surely the memory of the editor of The 
Age-Herald runneth back but a few years. 
I sincerely hope you will state these facts 
in the Alabama department of The Consti- 
tution, for it is simple justice to me.”

Office for the Border. 


HE CALLS FOR SHERIFFS AND SOLDIERS 


Determined to Drive Back Corbett and 


Mitchell it They Come This Way 
to Fight That Battle. 


Governor Northen has gone ‘to the front. 

If there is one thing on earth now he is 
more determined to do than another it is 
to stop that prize fight. 

Certain it is, he will have none of it on 
Georgia soil. He intends to line the south- 
ern border with bayonets. He will be on 
the field and will direct the movements of 
the troops personally as wel as officially. 

Leaving Attorney General Joe Terrell be- 
hind he goes south with ‘the firm deter- 
mination of seeing to the detachment of 
volunteer military companies. 

Attorney General Terrell has said that the 
code of Georgia is filled with law forbidding 
such a thing: as a prize fight in this state. 
That is enouch, 

Governor Northen will become a warrior 
and a chieftain and will command his 
forces to suit himself. He has summoned 
every sheriff in southern Georgia to meet 
him down about Waycross and went off 
yesterday to call them into council. 

The military will also likewise be on hand. 

There's going to be some fun down among 
the Georgia pines to a dead moral certainty 
if those prize fighters come this way. 

Governor Northen has been very quiet for 
the past few days: He took no one into his 
counsel, and shunned newspaper men when 
they sought him for gossip about the like- 
lihood. of the fight being fought on Geor- 
gia soil. 

Any one could see that something was on 
his mind. 

It was not surprising then yesterday when 
he boarded the southbound Kast Tennessee 
train and took his departure for the land 
of the lemon and the palm. 

The purpose of his journey was clear, and 
his plans leaked out at once. 

A Constitution reporter hurried to the 
state capitol to learn what had 
happened in Jacksonville to call 
the governor of Georgia from 
off his throne. The clerks in the ex- 
ecutive department smiled a sort of ner- 
vous smile and said nothing to ‘all the 
queries made to them about the governor's 
plans. They would not even say where 
he had gone; one of them declaring with 
a suspicious curving of the lips that he had 
gone to New York city for his health. This 
was a joke. The governor has gone to 
guard the honor of the Empire State of the 
South from the encroachments of prize 
fighters, whose erratic conception of pa- 
triotism makes them thirst for gore in 
simple pride of champlonship at physical 
endurance. Yes, gone— 

But Lieutenant Satterlee was up stairs 
holding a conference with some military 
men, and while he would say nothing, it 
was believed that this conference was to 
have things in readiness td send out forces 
in haste at the first summons from the 
chief executive. This military conference 
in Lieutenant Satterlee’s office lasted some 
length of time. 

But, the lieutenant will not- tell 
transpired. 

It may be safely relied on that if Cor- 
bett and Mitchell turn their heads toward 
Georgia they will run against prickling 
bayonets. 

The Governor in Waycross. 

The following dispatch to The Constitu- 
tion last night from Waycross tells what 
excitement the governor has aroused in 
that vicinity:

Repre- 
sentative Haines, of New York, has been 
arranging such a move, but the members 
of the ways and means committee say it 
cannot prevail. 

Representative Breckinridge, of the com- 
mittee, savs there has not been a vote upon 
an amendment which would indicate a 
doubt of the final passage of the bill as a 
whole. The change in the sugar schedule 
may induce some gentlemen to say that 
they will vote against the bill, but this 
is due to the feeling of the moment and 
sthere is little probability that many demo- 
cratic votes will be lost a8 a result of 
the amendments. On the contrary the com- 
mittee is well pleased that the bill has 
suffered such slight changes, as it is far 
from amownting to .a mutilation of the 
mineasure. 

Representatives. Bryan, Whiting and 
others of the committee, expressed similar 
views, They have been kept advised on 
the progress of Mr. Haines’s effort to et- 
fect a combination to recommit the bill 
and they say it has never shown strength 
enough to come within a long ways of 
carrying. At the same time Mr. Haines 
is continuing his efforts and ciaims to be 
encovraged at the “outlook. 

The Income Taz. 

A spirited contest over the income tax 
proposition is likely to take place this week, 
as a result of the formal presentation of 
the complete internal revenue bill. While 
this measure was held in committee its 
friends on the floor of the house were 
powerless to push it as an amendment to 
the tariff bill, but now that it is about to 
emerge from the committee steps will at 
once be taken to have it considered as an 
amendment to the Wilson Dill. A caucus 
to bring about this result may or may not 
be held, but the income tax men have pre- 
pared themselves for either emergency. As 
yet no call for a caucus has been circulated. 
Should a caucus be called the internal reve- 
nue men are confident of commanding a 
majority for making the tax bill a ride on 
the Wilson bill. If, However, the caucts is 
not called, the income tax amendment will 
be offered Dy Representative Hall, of Mis- 
souri, who has been active in framing the 
measure. Mr. Hall has been instrumentai 
in preventing any arrangement of special 
hours in such a way as would shut out 
the income tax amendment during the 
present week. He has hoped to get two 
days for arguing the measure, but. it is 
doubtful if so much time will be given 
when so many other amendments are press- 


ing. 

The report has been circulated: that 
Speaker Crisp will rue out the income tax 
roposition as not a germane amendment 
- the Wilson bill. his report ‘is un- 
founded, however. Mr. Crisp is not in the 
chair during the tariff debate, as Mr. 
Richardson, of Tennessee, is serving as 
chairman of the committee of the whole. 
Yet Speaker Crisp quickly disposed of the 
report, when it was called to his attention, 
by pointing out that the special rule of the 
tariff debate made the income tax amend- 
ment perfectly germane.

WRECK ON THE GEORGIA. 


The Road Has Its Usual Lack and No 
One Is Seriously Hurt. 
Augusta, Ga., January 23.—(Sp2ial.)—The 
proverbial luck of the Georgia railroad con- 
tinces. There has been another wreck and 

miraculous escapes. 

Train, No. 31, the night express from 
Camack to Maccn, which connects with the 
raidnight train from <Augusta, ran over 
a broke. rail near Brown’s station, fitty- 
two miles from Camak. The engine, bag- 
gage car and smoking ear passed over all 
right, but the coach wus thrown on its 
side end the sleeper hurled around. ‘The 
cars were badly broken up, but marvel- 
ous to relate, the passengers, escaped un- 
hurt. The accident happened at 7 o’clock 
this morning, and the track is stil block- 
ed. Passengers on the day train from Ma- 
con were transferred at the wreck. 

The Georgia road stil holds the wonder- 
ful record that it has never killed a pas- 
senger. There have been bad smashups and 
it seamed miraculous that escapes without 
less of life could occur, but the road’s luck 
has stood by it. In the smashup reported 
today 2t can hardly be imagined how ai’ 
hands escaped without serious injury, bu* 
such is the fact.

He captured another still, this time catch- 
ing the men in the act. The still was sit- 
uated about five miles from Stillmore, and 
was run by George H. Anderson. He has 
been bound over to the United States court. 

Mr. Henry Medling, one of the oldest citi- 
zens of Hamburg, was stricken with apo- 
plexy yesterday on the street and died this 
morning. Mr. Medling was sixty-one years 
old and was well known in Augusta, where 
he was born and spent the most of his life. 
He had many friends who will be grieved 
to learn of his déath.

STONEWALL JACKSON MEDALS. 
Ola 


A Barrel of Them Found in an 
Cotton Warehouse. 

Savannah, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)—An 
unusual and interesting histé6rical find has 
been made in an old office on Lamar’s 
wharf, in the northeastern part of the city. 
The office has been nailed up for years. 
The warehouse was formerly occupied by 
the Savannah Cotton Press Association, 
but the office has not been in use for years. 
When opened yesterday there were found 
among other things two barrels full of 
Stonewall Jackson medals. The medal is 
about two inches in diameter, and on the 
obverse side has the image of Jackson in 
medalion with his name and date of his 
birth and death. The other side contains a 
scroll around which are the names of all 
the battles in which he was engaged during 
the civil war. One of the medals was found 
some months ago, but was thought to. have 
been simply one that some one had lost, 
and littl was said about it. It was sent 
on, however, to a gentleman in Richmond 
by a member of the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety, and he said that the friends of Gen- 
eral Jackson had had some medals of him 
made, which were thought to have been 
lost. They were ordered from a French ar- 
tist, and each one is encased in a cover con- 
taining his advertisement. The supposition 
is that they were delivered here just at the 
close of the war, when the federal troops 
were in charge of the state, and they were 
stored in that old warehouse where, after 
the general confusion subsequent to the 
war, they were forgotten. The medals will 
be turned over to the Georgia Historical 
Society.

But Few Atlanta People Are Rushing Off 
to See the Fight. 


TRAFFIC, HOWEVER, IS VERY GOOD 


Railroads Enjoying a Heavy Travel To- 
wards Jacksonville—Other Railroad 
News Picked Up Here and There. 


An interesting observation with respect 
to the passenger traffic to the prize fight is 
that few Atlanta people are going. 

The city will be represented by a few 
“dead games,” but it is noticed that there 
is anything but a rush of fo.ks out of At- 
lanta to Jacksonville to see the fight. 

This may be due to the recent dickering 
between the Duval Athletic Club and the 
governor of Florida, which seems to make 
the fight a very doubtful thing, or it may 
be due to an indifference on the part of 


the average Atlanta citizen as to prize 


fights. 

The chances, however, seem to favor the 
former proposition that the people of At- 
lanta would be fairly flocking to the fight 
but for the doubts that cloud it. 

“Oh, I would like well enough to see a 
prize fight, and particularly this one,” re- 
marked a wel known citizen of Atlanta, 
who, one would think, would never be 
caught at such a place as a prize fight ring 
on account of his age, his dignity and his 
prominence in public affairs. 

“Yes, I would like very much to see this 
fight between Corbett and Mitchell,” he 
went on to say, “‘but you see all this trouble 
that has been aroused over it is calculated 
to cause a man like me to stay away. I 
don’t want to go tramping’ all aréund im a 
Florida swamp, dodging some of that man 
Mitchell’s soldiers and sheriffs, and I don't 
want to be mixed up with any squabb’e of 
a lawsuit, whether it be under the direction 
of the governor of Florida or the governor 
of Georgia. 

“And yet, if that fight were a certainty, if 
it were going to come off under all condi- 
tions to a dead certainty and I knew I 
could see it without getting into trouble ag 
a rioting outiaw, I just want to tell you

Such #alk is common on the streets, and 
this may be taken us the reason why so 
few Atlanta folks will see the battle be- 
tween the two giants. 

Railroad men who are at work hustling 
up the traffic to the fight say that for the 
size of the place At'anta is sending fewer 
“sports” to Jacksonville than any other 
city in the southern states, although At- 
lanta is within one night’s ride to the 
svene of war. 

All of the sleeping cars that pass through 
Atlanta on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road and the East Tennessee from the west 
are crowded with sporting men from 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, 
Nashville and other cities. The traffic is 
great and is increasing every day. There 
will certainly be a crowd to see the fight if 
it comes off, and enough to whip any of 
Governor Mitchell’s so‘diers if they want 
to, it would seem. 

The traveling passenger agents of local 
lines who went out to towns around the 
state yesterday, returning last night, say 
that every little town in Georgia seems 
to be more aroused over the fight than At- 
lanta, and that from each of these stations 
parties of from two to ten people are 
forming to take the trip to Jacksonville in 
time to see the scrap.

VERY BAD WATER. 
The Evidence in the Athens Case Is 
Good for the City. 


New York, January 23.—(Special.)—Dr. H. 
C. White, of the University of Georgia, 
was the first witness introduced by the 
city in the Athens waterworks case today. 
He swore that from the chemical analyses 
which he had made of the water that 
it wah so impure as to be unsafe for do- 
mestic use. He proved an excellent wit- 
ness for the city and his testimony will 
go a long way towards winning the case 
for the people of Athens. 

Mr. Rudolph Herring, of New York, an 
expert hydraulic engineer, swore that there 
was an insufficiency of supply and pressure, 
and that the water was impure. 

Mr. J. W. Barnett, Athens’s city engineer, 
testified that ne had made many official 
tests of the old waterworks and that they 
Nad totally failed to come up to the con- 
tract. He gave valuable testimony con- 
cerning the limited watershed and the many 
impurities. it supplied to the reservoir, ren- 
dering the water totally unfit for use. 

Mr. A. H. Hoagson was the last witness 
this afternoon ana his testimony will proba- 
ply be fimished before noon tomorrow. His 
testimony today aealit with the promises ol 
the waterworks company Officials to remedy 
the defects in the works and their failure 
to keep their promises. He also testilied 
that the water was unfit for use and that 
the city was compelled to buila new works.

Collectors Are Very Slow Making 
Final Settlements. 


RECEIPTS SHOW AN UNUSUAL DELAY 


Seventy-Five Per Cent of What Is Col- 
lected Never Reaches the Treasury, but 
Stays in the Counties for the Schools. 


The state taxes are away off balance on 
the big book of the comptroller general, 
and the receipts show that the department 
is $126,547.40 behind last year’s collections to 
this date. 

Last year at this period the state had in 
hand from the counties $1,194,874.90. 

This year at corresponding date the fig- 
ures are $1,068,327.50. 

Thus it is seen that the collectors of the 
State’s money are not showing up as 
promptly this year as last, and that the 
State is away behind in its tax collections. 

The officials say they have never seen 
Such tardiness in the work since they have 
been in the office of the comptroller general, 
and the collectors from the counties say 
they have never been so far short of full 
settlements. 

The number of final settlements with the 
comptroller general by the tax collectors 
is smaller than was ever known at this 
late date, the books having closed on the 
20th of December. 

Several of the counties made final settle- 
ments yesterday, however, and it is hoped 
by the comptroller general that others will 
come in right speedily. 

The $126,547.40 balance on the books, show- 
ing how much further ahead in collections 
the state was at this date last year than 
this, is significant. 

It is an interesting question why this tar- 
diness prevails. 

The uncollected taxes have gone to the 
courts for collection and fi. fas. have been 
issued. This means that what is to come 
will come by process of law. The fi. fas. 
will be executed and the taxes collected 
with 7 per cent interest and costs of execu- 
tion to the taxpayer. 

The delay is, perhaps, due to the hard 
times so gravely complained of last sum- 
mer and fall. The farmers in many re- 
gions of the @tate have held back their cot- 
ton, and for this reason have not been able 
to pay up on the tax accounts. 

However, the farmers, as a class, are in 
better condition just at this time than any 
Other class. It is known that the farmers 
of Georgia were never so free from debt; 
never so happy at home than they have 
been this fall and winter, for the reason 
that they have lived at home and raised 
their own meat and bread. While it is true 
that they have had poor prices for their 
cotton, it is, nevertheless, true that they 
have been in a condition to suffer less from 
this result than they were the year before, 
or several years previous. 

All of this serves to encourage the beliet 
that maybe it is not the farmer who is 
furthest behind in his tax accounts this 
year—not the farmer who causes the tax 
collectors such tardiness in settling with 
the comptroller general. 

Will Never Reach the Treasury. 

While the receipts at the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office show is col- 
lected up to date from the counties of 
Georgia, it must be borne in mind that at 
least 75 per cent of this amount will never 
reach the state treasury. 

The school drafts are paid the county 
school commissioners of all the counties 
and never come to the big safe over which 
Uncle Bob Hardeman, state treasurer, pre- 
sides, 

Thus 75 per cent of the money that has 
already been collected is kept at home by 
the counties and is used there. : 

It is interesting in this connection to 
krcw that there will be forty or fifty coun- 
ties in this state this vear that will not put 
a nickel into the state’s money Saie, but 
cn the contrary will take out of it hun- 
dreds of ddllars, due to the fact that they 
receive more money for the sustenanice of 
their common schools from the state than 
they pay in total taxes. 

But the State Has Cash. 

The fact that the tax collectors are more 
tran $125,000 behind the collections of last 
year, and the further fact that only 25 per 
cent of what is collected will ever reach 
the treasury seemingly indicates that the 
state has no money in the vaults and that 
Uncle Bob Hardeman is short of cash. 

But, this is not true. 

tecent legislation changing the system of 
requiring bonds of the state depositories 
has thrown back,into the treasury more 
than a quarter of a million dollars in hard 
cash and all this is now accumulating the 
dust of passing days. 

It comes about in this way: The state 
by new laws now requires the banks that 
are commissioned as depositories to give 
a bond up to the full amount of money 
belonging to the state that it handles. If 
a bank wants to handle $50,000 of the state’s 
money it has to give a bund to that full 
an ount. 

The consequence is that the banks that 
rave heretofore held more money than they 
were bonded at tto the state are sending 
back the balance to the treasury and in 
this wav the treasury is swelling with 
cash. The new law thus seems to work 
Lardstip, because if the money had been 
left in the banks it would be serving to 
keep circulation of currency in the neigh- 
bkorhcods of those banks free and easy. 
As it is, the sending of this money back to 
the treasury has a slight tendency to con- 
tract the local currency. 

The Geological Work. 

Dr. Yeates, the state geologist, is hard at 
work preparing a schedule for the survey 
of the phosphate regions of Georgia. 

He ts going to do something with the 
phesphate interests along the const and 
will have some experienced ond noted ge- 
ologists with him in the work. 

Dr. Yeates will begin the phosphate work 
very soon. He intends to show up these 
rescurces as they have never been shown 
up befove, and having already made a trip 
over the field, he says it is certainly at- 
tractive.

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Mr. S. B. Corn Arrested, Charged with 
Stealing Dentists’ Supplies. 


HIS EMPLOYER LOST $500 WORTH 


ne, 


And the Detectives Say They Traced the 
Stolen Goods to Mr. Corn—He Is 
Released on a $1,000 Bond. 


S. Barnard Corn, a young man of state- 
wide political prominence and considera- 
tle local business prominence, and who 
has been calendar clerk in the state senate 
for-several sessions of the Georgia lesgis- 
lature, was arrested by the Atlanta de- 
tectives yesterday afternoon on a charge of 
larceny. 

His arrest was one of the biggest police 
sensations that has been sprung in some 
time. The prominence and high stand- 
ing of Mr. Corn and the absolute lack of 
suspicion in this direction, gives the story 
a@ sensational flavor in no ordinary de- 
gree. 

Mr. Corn’s arrest was as great @ surprise 
to himself as to his friends. He was busy 
at his place of business yesterday when 
Detectives Looney and Cason stepped in 
and placed him under arrest. Their an- 
nouncement that he was wanted at police 
headquarters had a paralyzing effect upon 
him. He could not believe what the officers 
tdld him and begged them to say that it 
was not true. 

The arrest was the outcome of two 
months’ hard and laborious investigation 
on the part of Detectives Looney and Ca- 
son. These officers regard their work in 
the case as the best piece of detective work 
of their lives, inasmuch as it, according to 
their point of view, led to the detection 
in crime of a young man who stood too high 
in the community and in the esteem of 
his employer to be even suspected of wrong

- doing. 


Mr. Corn is about twenty-seven years of 
age and comes from Hiawatha, Ga. His 
father was once a member of the state leg- 
islature and is a prominent man in his 
section of the state. Young Corn comes of 
good family and is well educated. He has 
been in Atlanta several years, and since 
coming here has made many friends for 
himself. 

Up to about one year ago he was em- 
ployed as bookkeeper for Dr. W. WU. 
browne, the dentist and dealer in dentists’ 
supplies, working as calendar clerk in the 
Sechate when it was in session. He was re- 
garded very highly by Dr. Browne aiid had 
his fullest contidence. 

While Mr. Corn was at work with him 
Dr. Browne lost a large quantity of sup- 
plies. The losses occurred at irregular. in- 
tervals and were mysterious to a degree. 
At different times br. Browne missed en- 
tire sets of teeth, amaigam, and other arti- 
cles usually Kept in a dentist's Ssuppiy 
Store. The thief, whoever he was, con- 
ducted his robberies in a Systematic man- 
ner and covered his footsteps with marked 
cleverness. 

Dr. Browne reported 
Chief ‘ol Detectives Wright about four 
months agc. He stated that he had lost 
at least $500 ‘worth of dentist’s supplies, 
and was at a loss to Know who the robber 
tage He suspected a young man who had 
yee Connected with his establishment. He 
a at the rg eye thought of suspecting 
Mr. Corn, nor dix > 4 ‘tives w @ 
first took up the Hong rere wae Snee 

Detectives Looney and Cason worked in- 
dustriously on the case, making inquiries of 
all the local dentists and of dentists in 
neighboring towns. They foynd five or 
Six dentists who told them of having pur- 
chased supplies of Mr. Corn at reduced fig- 
ules. One Gainesville physician stated that 
he bought fourteen sets of teeth from Mr. 
Corn at $13. The wholesale price of the 
teeth was $2.50 per set. Other instances 
of a similar kind were found. 4 

Dr. browne was incredilous whenthe de- 
tectives made known to him the result of 
their investigation. He-gaid that it could 
not be, that Mr. Corn stood too high, had 
been in too many positions of responsibility 
and trust to be. guilty of such an act. The 
detectives were firm in their belief that Mr. 
Corn was the guilty man, and Dr. Browne 
swore out a warrant against his former 
bookkeeper charging him with larceny. 
_Armed with this Detectives Looney and 
Cason went to the salesroom of the S. S. 
White Dental Company, where Mr. Corn is 
employed and placed him under arrest. As 
has already been stated the young man 
was paralyzed and reluctantly accompanied 
the volficers to police headquarters. 

He was not locked up, but allowed to re- 
main in the staticn house keeper's office. 
He suffered great mental torture, and 
avowed his innocence in the strongest 
terms. He declared that he would be able 
to prove himself innocent of the entire 
transaction. He said that he obtained the 
goods he sold from a young man who had 
been employed by Dr. Browne. 

His bond was assessed at $1,000 and it was 
signed by Mr. H. H. Cabaniss and Mr. J 
C. Carter.

MRS, JAMES BROWN POTTER'S GIFTS 


Some of the Marvelous Presents She Has 
Received—Notes and News of 
Local Society. 


The gifts that Amefican actresses receive 
before the footlights pale beside the many 
splendid tokens of esteem being showered 
upon Mrs. James Brown Poter in India. 

The Indian papers relate that on a recent 
occasion a wealthy rajah occupied one of 
the Corinthian thearter boxes, the surround- 
ing loges being being filled by his retinue. 
His lieutenants and secretaries received or- 
ders to applaud loudly each entrance and 
exit of Mrs. Potter, and at the end of the 
first act he himself cast on the stage at her 
feet a laurel wreath. This tribute was no 
mere vegetarian trophy of the florist’s art. 
It was made of solid’ gold, the 
leaves: delicately enameled in green, 
and upon them glistened a num- 
ber of dewdrops, represented by dia- 
monds of the purest water. Each of the 
diamonds weighed a carat. Some of them, 
and the leaves on which they lay, were 
broken off by the rude fall on the stage; 
but the rajah thought nothing of this acci- 
dent. He was amazed to see the beautiful 
object of his esteem picking up the scatter- 
ed gems, inasmuch as he had intended the 
wreath merely as a transitory tribute to her 
charms of nature and of art. Hastily dis- 
patching an equerry behind the scenes, the 
native prince expressed his regret for the 
damage to the wreath, and offered to get 
her a new one in its stead, but Mrs. Potter 
was content with the broken compliment, 
which she had mended, and now values 
among the finest of her souvenirs of India.

Lieutenant Colonel Woodward, Major 
Kendrick and Major Wilcoxon; that is the 
way the list of field officers in the Fifth 
Georgia regiment, infantry, now reads. 

this decision of Judge Advocate General 
James W. Austin was made yesterday 
after two weeks of careful investigation, 
and it puts a quietus to the much mooted 
question as to who were really elected in 
the recent contest. For the last few weeks 
military circles in and about Atlanta have 
been in a veritable ferment of excitement 
and enthusiasm ran high among the boys 
as to the final outcome of the election for 
field officers. It was a battle royal be- 
tween Park Woodward and Spencer for the 
office of lieutenant colonel, and things wax- 

warm between Hardeman, Kendrick 
and Wilcoxon for the majorship. 

When the final count was taken the vote 
stced: Atlanta, 7 for Woodward and 4 for 
Spencer; 10 for Wiicoxon, 6 for Kendrick, 
and 5 for Hardeman; Newnan, 3 for Spen- 
cer, 3 for Kendrick and 3 for Wilcoxon; 
LaGrange, 3 for Woodward, 3 for Harde- 
man, and 3 for Wilcoxon, making a total 
of Woodward 10, Spencer 7, Wilcoxon 16, 
Kerdrick 9 and Hardeman 8. 

Captain Dave Bailey, of the Griffin com- 
pany, according to orders, cast his vote 
with the Atlanta men, as he was at the 
time in Atlanta. This, in addition to the fact 
that the LaGrange vote was cast under the 
supervision of two citizens instead of two 
justices of the peace, caused the election to 


be protested and the matter brought up be-: 


fore Judge Advocate General Austin for 
decision. This decision of Judge Austin’s sus- 
tains the protest against the LaGrange and 
Griffin companies, electing Wilcoxon by a 
full vote, giving Woodward a majority over 
Spencer of one and Kendrick a majority 
over Hardeman of three. 

Major Kendrick for the last ten years 
has been identified with the interests of the 
local military and is well known through- 
qut the state as a soldier of marked ability. 

Major Wilcoxon first won his laurels at 
the University of Georgia, where for several 
years he acted as assistant commandant. 
After this he served with signal success 
as captain of the Brunswick Rifles. Upon 
moving to this city two years ago he resign- 
ed this office, and until his recent election 
_ not been connected with any organiza- 
tion. 

Last night Colonel Candler and staff began 
a tour of inspection with the Atlanta Rifles, 
and each company in turn will receive a 
visit from him at an early date. It is the 
intention of Colonel Candler to have his 
regiment in crack trim by Memorial Day, 
and to this end he will urge regular drills 
and thorough inspections on the part of his 
men and officers.

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His Friends Claim That Mr. Beauchamp 
Has Borrowed It. 


THIS, HOWEVER, IS FLATLY DENIED 


Mr. Beauchamp Says That He Never Met 
Dr. Lee, and Furthermore, Never 
Read About Him. 


The gnnouncement that Mr. Beauchamp, 
the temperance orator, wculd lecture at De- 
Give’s’ opera house last Monday evening 
on “Sunshine,” attracted a number. of 
the friends of Dr. J. W. Lee, who now oc- 
cupies one of the leading pulpits of St. 
Louis, and who lectured at one time on 
that subject in this city. 

It was Claimed by one or two of these 
gentlemen, after they ha@ hkédrd the léct- 
ure of Mr. Beauchamp, that several of his 
ideas were identical with those of Dr. Lee. 
The lecture, as a whole, was carefully con- 
Structed and throughout the whole 
of its delivery was full of § entertain- 
ing bits of humor, which stamped the ora- 
tor as the undisputed master of his subject. 

Though in the main original, and thor- 
oughly enjoyed by the large audience that 
gathered to hear the“Speaker of the even- 
ing, it was. still insisted by the friends of 
Dr. Lee that Mr. Beauchamp, in some way, 
or other, hud become possessed of his idea, 
and the lecture, with the skillful ajd of the 
orator’s imagination, assisted by his quali- 
ties of wit and humor, was merely an arti- 
ficial weaving around this borrowed idea. 

In the course of his lecture, last Monday 
evening, Mr. Beauchamp explained that 
the sunshine which he had in contempla- 
tion, as the subject of his lecture, was not 
primarily the sunshine of the solar sys- 
tem. It was based on that, of course, but 
he referred directly to the sunshine of the 
heart; that quality of a genial disposition 
which enabled a man to lay up sunshine, 
so to speak, for his future use, and to re- 
alize the wisdori of this forethought in a 
happy and serene old age. 

He reasoned that just as the sunlight 
was stored away in a jar of preserves, to 
be enjoyed throughout the coming winter, 
just so was it ordered, in a wise economy, 
that a man should begin to store up sun- 
Shine and happiness for the winter of life.

The coincidence was brought to his at- 
tention in a brief conversation held in one 
of the left wings of the Stage. The speaker 
was not in the least annoyed by the report 
and smiled after he had learned the nat- 
ure of his. unexpected interruption. 

“You may say for me, if you 
please,’”” said the lecturer, “that I 
have never met Dr. Lee and have 
never read about him. As for the resem- 
blance of the ideas I have only this to say, 
that I am not the least surprised at their 
coincidence. I claim nothing in the vay 
of originality, so far as the idea advanced 
in my lecture is concerned. I have heard 


' it no doubt a thousand times and perhaps 


acquired it from my grandfather. I used 
it for the simple reason that I considered 
it a happy illustration, a forcible way of 
presenting a thought which I desired to im- 
press as one of helpful strength and beau- 
ty.

hiow It Occurred. 

The story, as gathered from Mr, Shel- 
ton yesterday afternoon, is briefly this: 

Collins had been in his employ for sev- 
eral months. He came from Jackson, Ga., 
in Butts county, and was highly recom- 
mended for honesty and fair dealing. He 
had been in the livery stable business in 
that county and was highly respected. 

He proved himself, as Mr. Shelton 
thought, a very worthy man. He was giv- 
en important work to do and was a trusted 
man about the establishment. 

About ten days 
to take a trip to Tennessee on important 
business. He informed Mr. Collins of his 
intention and gave him instructions about 
looking after the business during his ab- 
sence. 

While in Tennessee a lot of business turn- 
ed up in Atlanta, by which Collins was 
enabled to realize a lot of cash.

Mr. Shelton places it in the neighborhood 
of $800 and $1,000. 

A skillful detective has been employed 
to look into the matter, in addition to the 
special reward of $50, which is offered for 
the capture of the fugitive.

In appearante, Collins is about five feet 
six tnches in height. 

He has a smooth face, with dark skin and 
hair, and is rather quiet and reserved in 
his manner. There is a defect, however, 
about his mouth by which his identity can 
be easily determined. His upper teeth 
slightly protrude, and while they are com- 
pletely covered, when tne lips are in a state 
of repose, as soon as he begins to speak 
tne defect is at once apparent.

g FIFTEEN MEN ADDED. 


The Atlanta Police Force Recelyes a 
Substantial Increase. 


A FINE BATCH OF MEN WAS ELECTED 


A Full Meeting oftbe Board Held Yestér- 
day to Devise Ways and Means for 
the Department This ¥ ear. 


Fifteen big men with muscles tough 
enough to conquer the most ob- 
streperous offender and ready and willing 
to face the worst forms of dangers were 
selected out of a small army of applicants 
to be guardians of the city’s peace in blue 
coats and brass buttons, at $2 per day, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The men were agreed to be the finest 
batch of new policemen ever elected at one 
time. All were big, brawny, clear-eyed 
and determined looking. In the examination 
through which they were put by the board, 
the men showed themselves intelligent and 
thoroughly widé awake. 

Chairman English called a special meet- 
ing of the board to meet in the commis- 
sioners’ room at police headquarters yes- 
terday afterneon and devise ways and 
means for policing the city during the new 
year. There was a full boara present, May- 
or Goodwin being present for the first time 
in some months. 

Chairman English stated the purposes of 
the meeting, and said that the appropria- 
tion from council was much smaller than 
the department had hoped would be made. 
He said, however, that he understood that 
council could not give to every department 
of the city government what was asked 
for by its representatives. He said it was 
quite plain that the force was inadequate 
to cover the city’s territory, and he thought 
thirty men were necessary to police the city 
as it should be. 

Mayor Goodwin said that the estimate 
sent to council by Chief Connolly and Chair- 
man English was an exceedingly close one, 
but that it had come to be a practice with 
the finance committee to make the year’s 
appropriations smailer than asked for. 

The matter of policing West End was dis- 
eussed. Chairman English said that West 
End would have to be content with three 
policemen. The chief did not think this 
number sufficient. 

“Gentlemen,” said Dr. Spalding, “I hope 
that I shall not hear any more talk of 
West End. There is no such place in our 
jurisdiction. We must treat West End just 
as we treat other remote parts of the city. 
Now where I live I don’t see a policeman 
once in four months, and I live as near in 
as West End. I hope the chief will look 
upon West End just as he looks on any 
other section of the city.” 

“In making assignments,” said the chief, 
“I will assign the men to the seventh ward, 
and not to West’ End.” 

It was agreed that West End should get 
no special consideration other than such as 
is accorded to other parts of the city’s ter- 
ritory. The chances are that West End will 
get about three policemen in the future. 

Chief Connolly stated that he had scores 
of applicants for places on the force, and 
@uggested that. it-would be advisable to add 
about eight men to the regular force. He 
thought council would assist the depart- 
ment by an additional appropriation in July. 
This seemed to be the view of the members 
~s oy board, and Mayor Goodwin concurred 
n it. 

Chief Connolly read a list of eight men 
that he had selected out of the army of 
men that had applied. He read the list and 
the men were called in. They were put 
through ‘examination, and a dozen appli- 
cants that had been waiting outside were 
next called in. In this way about fifty were 
— and fifteen were elected, as fol- 
Ows: 

W. F. Dennard, O. H. P. Glover, G. T. 
Mann, D. O. White, A. D. Luck, A. BSB. 
Blackstone, Lewis Williams, L. T. Bates, 
B. C. White, M. L. Petty, W. N. Hudson, 
W. W. Mitchell, — —. Hammond, I. . 
Jackson. 

The first eight will be put on duty as reg- 
ulars, and the remaining seven wil be 
added to the supernumerary list. Two of 
the men elected to régular places, Luck 
and Blackstone, were formerly policemen 
in West End. The other West End officers 
were dropped from the roll. W. F. Dennard, 
one of the men elected, was a member of 
the police department during a term of 
four years, ending eleven years ago. I. E. 
Jackson, who is one of the new men eleéct- 
ed, was a member of the force until last 
April, when he was dropped. Since that 
time many applications for his re-election 
have been received, and Mr. Venable stated 
yesterday that he thought it a’ matter of 
justice to Jackson that he be reinstated. 

There are some striking physical spéci- 
mens among the new elects. Mr. Bates has 
the reputation of being the strongest man in 
the city, and Messrs. Hudson, Whife and 
Mitchell are something on the order of 
giants. 

Mayor Goodwin agreed to confer with the 
finance committee with reference to secur- 
ing an appropriation for four signal boxes 
for West End.
